OULD you know what is wrong with
some of the basic industries of the
United States—with coal, for example?

Properly a taxieab ought to be regarded
ns a detatl of the public serviee,  All possi-
ble conveniences ought to he extended by the
cliy 1o the opernting compnnies, the opera-
tors and the public that patronizes them,
But lLotels, restaurants and even raflway
companies have been in the habit -of farm-
Ing out what Is called *“the taxi privilege.*
presumably for a slight share in the taxieah
profits.  High rates of fare whd the guerrilln
wiars that break out at intervals between
rival groups of drivers are naturat results
of this attempt at exploitation.

If thers were public cab stunds, main-
tained and regulated by the city exclusively
in the public {nterest, the tuxi companies,
the drivers and the taxicabbing public would
henefit enormously, A nevessary  service
would be broadened as it was made more
And the poli-

tunities to meddle In the business or to dis-
criminate against one or punother group of
taxi owners for what they wight find in it.

Suppose owners of property in the central
areas attempted to charge the ' R, T. for
the privilege of stopplng und sturting Its
curs< from the vicinity of their curhs. That
wonld be viewed as 1 most wutrageous pro-
posul. But it would be almost o logical ns
w proposal to charge taxicabs for the privi-
lege of doing business at points where the
public expeets them to be, The disposition
of private individuals to profit o greatly
fram essential vtilities i responsible for half
the economic tronbles of the vountry.

HORATIO CONNELL

On Stardardizing Music Teaching

HE profession of music teaching is seri-

ously in nerd of standardization and
some kiml of supervision as to the qualificn-
tions of thoxe who shnll be allowed to teach,
necording to Horatio Connell, singer and
teacher.

“*Any one who desires.”” sald Mr., Con-
nell. “*enn begin the teaching of music almost
frrespective of  his  gualifieations.  and,
strange to say, this is ubout the only pro-
Jession or business which muy be engaged
in under these lnx conditions, A physieclan,
n lawyer or a school teacher must go through
a long course of instruetion and puss n rigid
examination before he is allowed to practice
or tench, und even u groceryman musi ob-
tain 0 license hefore he enn open u store,

But with pegnrd to music, none of this
preparation is required, nor is uny super-
vision mulntained,

*“The result of nll this has been that there
are in every city In the country. large or
small, many teachers of music who have not
the proper equipment or qualificutions, and,
owing to the genernl lnek of knowledge on
the part of the parents us 1o what the real
requirements W o music tencher should be,
they go their wny without let or hindrance,
and in i ommaterial sense some of them do
surprisingly well,

Promising Pupily Spolled

“Many o promising young musienl tulent
has been, if wor entirely spoiled, at least
given u serious sethback through incompetent
tenching in the ecarvly doys of his wusical
study, My own observation hoas led me to
believe that this eondition exists to a greater
degree in voles instruction thun in the in-
strumental  hrsnnches,  althongh  competent
teachers of nstrumentnl muxie toll me that
it also exists in thelr special branches to a
very lnrge extent,

SRut, eoany ense, the young pupil and
the purent who is ignorant of the technieal
reguirements of o competent teacher should
receive some protection. Fdueation of the
parents to this degeee I impeactieable, and
